A  FEARFUL  DUEL. 


Yesterday  afternoon  at  3  o'clock  a  tremendous 
duel  was  fought  in  La  Plata  between  Mr.  Pedro  A. 
Pardo,  ex.secielaiy  of  ex-President  Juarez,  sup- 
ported hy  Dr.  Delcasse  and  Rear-Adndral  Solier, 
and  Colonel  Rhode,  supported  by  Messrs.  Holin- 
bufg  and  Castellano. 

The  conditions  of  Ihe  mortal  encounter  could  not 
have  been  more  calculated  lo  dismiss  one  or  the 
two  combatants  from  this  vale  of  tears  at  an  express 
pace,  i.e.,  four  pistol-shots,  starting  al  20  paces 
thsiant  and  advancing  vintil  breast  touched  breast. 
The  scions  of  duellism  stood  firm  and  bravely  to 
their  ground;  the  signal  was  given  and  a  shot 
crossed  llie  space  and  was  lost  in  niibibus ;  an 
advance  was  made  forwards  and  anotlicr  shot  was 
lost  in  space;  a  third  one  went  in  search  of  its 
])redecessors,  and,  when  the  onward  march  was 
further  impossH)le,  the  lourlli  shot  thundered  forth. 
The  combatants  were  enveloped  in  smoke,  and  a 
chicken  was  found  dead  400  yards  off  the  target, 
lionor  had  been  fully  satisfied,  and  the  party 
returned  home  to  dinner.

Till';  renewal  of  the  Peniambuco  conlilct 
and  tlie  i-epeateti  assertion  that  the  ferieral 
military  olTicials  there  iiave  been  iiistructeii 
to  liasten  tiie  deposition  of  the  governor, 
again  calls  attention  lo  one  of  the  principal 
causes  of  the  political  disoialers  now  exist- 
ing throughout  Brazil — the  interference  of 
the  national  government  in  state  affairs.  It 
has  been  the  bane  of  the  present  adtniiiis- 
tration  all  through  ;  it  began  by  promoting 
the  deposition  of  all  the  governors  of  the 
Deodoro  regime  and  it  has  followed  this 
up  by  intrigues  against  ever}'  state  adminis- 
tration wliicii  has  shown  an  inclination  to 
manage  its  own  alTairs.  The  result  has 
been  widespread  tiissatisfaction  aiul  rlemor- 
alization.  In  Rio  Graiuie  it  has  led 
to  a  fratricidal  war,  which  inav  eventu- 
ally produce  consequences  of  the  gravest 
character  throughout  the  whole  coiiiitry. 
In  Aniazonas,  Rio  de  Janeiro  anil  Mar- 
anhilo  it  has  led  to  attcmpterl  deposi- 
tions, and  in  Pernambiico  it  has  caused 
a  controversy  which  may  develop  into  an 
armed  conilict  at  any  moment.  In  every 
case,  the  promoters  of  disorder  claim  the 
support  cf  the  national  government,  it  being 
remembered  that  the  revolutionists,  or  letl- 
eralists,  arc  the  representatives  of  the  legal 
government  established  after  the  overthrow 
of  Deodoro.  As  long  as  these  intrigues  and 
interferences  in  state  governments  continue, 
disorder  will  surely  prevail  ami  civil  govern- 
ment will  be  impossible.  It  is  idle  to  talk 
ab'.itit  republicanism  and  legality,  for  there 
is  neither  the  one  nor  the  other  in  any  pan 
of  Brazil.  The  true  re]iublican  is  a  man  who 
honor's  and  obeys  the  law,  and  there  is  liardlv 
an  olficial  in  Brazil  who  is  willing  to  siihmlt 
to  that  test.  And  until  every  ollicial.  Ironi 
tile  President  down,  is  compelled  tii  keep 
within  the  limits  of  his  authority  anrl  is  made 
strictly  responsible  for  every  infraction  of 
the  law  and  for  every  abuse  of  power,  a  true 
republican  government  in  this  country  will 
be  unknown.

—According  to  a  private  telegram  received  here 
a  few  days  ag".  the  American  steamers  sold  in  New 
York  had  l)een  bought  by  Rob  M.  hloman,  of  the 
"  Hamnionia  "  line. 

—The  customs  inspector  calls  attention  10  the 
circumstance  that  the  goods  arriving  on  the  llr. 
steamer  Covviy  Dmrn,  which  entered  on  the  loih 
inst.,  are  full  of  white  ants.  The  captain,  however, 
contents  the  statement. 

—At  a  meeting  of  the  shareholders  of  the  Hottd 
Mclropole  (ex.i.andii!<'l  ;  -.ins  resolved  to  transfer 
the  establishniert  10  Antonio  |oaqiiiiii  Al  ves 
Nogueira,  one  of  the  proprietors  ofthe  well-known

— The  /ra//r/;c  Cnrva!h;ies,  nn  Ilha  dos  Melncs. 
the  bonded  warehonse  for  inilammaliles  which  was 
burned  at  the  end  of  December  last,  is  now  nearly 
reconstructed.  Two  large  storage  roimis  are 
finished  and  have  just  been  f 'rmally  inau^nrtted. 

—The  employes  ofthe  Santos  custom-hmse  arc 
petitioning  llie  government  lor  more  pay,  because 
of  the  increased  costs  of  living.  In  vIl'w  of  the 
thefts  oeeurring  there,  they  should  he  willing  to 
pay  a  premium  for  the  privilege  of  working  in  the 
custom-house. 

—The  iron  material  from  Germany,  oiiIi?red 
through  the  firm  of  Ilaupt  &  liiehn  for  a  new  ware- 
house extension  to  the  cust'aii-house,  is  now  being 
landed.  The  area  of  the  new  warehouse  is  nL',arly 
2,042  square  metres,  whicl^will  be  divided  into 
two  sectii'ns  of  about  55  by  36  metres  each. 

—The  I'acitic  Steam  Navigation  company  have 
recently  received  from  the  builders'  hands  two 
splendid  5,000-tou  passenger  boats,  built  expressly 
for  their  South  American  service,  which  have  as  a

He  weighed  them  and 
found  that  their  weight  corresponded  to  that  men- 
tioned in  the  bill  of  lading  of  the  railway  anil  lie 
conseijuently  concluded  that  the  theft  had  been 
committed  before  th«  delivery  of  ihe  goods  at  the 
railway  station.     His  loss  is  over  4,000$. 

— Another  robbery  in  Santos  has  been  discovered 
by  the  Sao  Paulo  merchants  Joseph  Levy  Frcres 
&  Co.,  who  claim  that  iinpo)  lu'd  gO'  ds  to  the  value 
of  8,000$  have  been  taken  from  their  c.ises  and 
their  places  filled  with  stones.  It  seems  as  though 
the  merchants  of  this  country  had  submitted  to 
quite  enough  of  this.  If  the  authorities  can  not 
protect  the  goods  dcpo.siled  in  the  custom-house, 
then  they  should  let  some  ohc  try  who  can  protect 
them.
